The Objection to the Drawings Should Be Withdrawn 

The Drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) on the basis that they do not show 

every feature of the invention specified in the claims. The examiner states "...the means to 

measure a quality of the ductal fluid in situ and a MEMS must be shown..." Applicant 

respectfully traverses. The means to measure a quality of the ductal fluid is not essential for the 

proper understanding of the claims. A person of ordinary skill in the art would understand that 

there are numerous means to measure the quality (and quantity) of ductal fluid in situ. The 
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
